Too Many Counties, 

Pr. Coulter isa native of North 
Carolina, a’graduate of the University 
of North Carolina, and holds gracuate 
degrees from several of Ameriga’s 
leading colleges. In addition to this, 
Dr. Coulter has just completed a tour 
of Georgia during the course which he 
talked with many Gerogians. Dr. 
Coulter said that almost without ex- 
ception these people with whom he 
talked are of the opinion that there 
are far too many counties in the state, 
working to the disinterest of the com- 
monwealth. 

“There are today 154 counties in 
Georgia,” Dr. Coulter said, “and of 
this number 117 obtain more money 
from the coffers of the state than they | 
turn back into the state.

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Americus, Ga., October 31.—(Spe- 
cial.)—George 0. Marshall, county 
farm demonstration agent, today urged 
Sumter county farmers to harrow and 
'drill in their grain without waiting 
(longer for rain before plowing the 
soil. According to Marshall, govern- 
ment tests conducted over a number 
of years bave demonstrated that grain 
having a firm seed bed produces .nore 
abundantly than where the ground 
has been plowed, and this plan is b2- 
ing advocated by him. Any: field that 
has been plowed during the past year, 
he states, should be sufficiently soft 
to provide a seed bed for oats, after 
having been harrowed. Drilling in the 
grain should follow a soon after the 
harrowing as possible. Except for a 
light shower in Americus Tuesday, 
when less than one-tenth of an inch 
of rain fell, no rain has fallen in Sum- 
ter county in eleven weeks past, and 
farmers nave delayed planting their 
grain.

work. When a man is “Q\serized. os 
is not the fault of his age, but of his 

rsonal health, and the man hi'nself 
is accountable for that. 

Health officers are fond of exying 
that ‘“‘public health is purchasable” 
meaning that a community may have 
as high a standard of health as it is 
willing to. pay for in hard cash. Per- 
sonal health is hardly purchas*ble, 
but it may be hoarded and accelerated 
thru study, reading and worry. Tho 
a man may not add a_ cubit to his 
stature by taking thougnt. he mar 
prolong his years and increase his effi- 
ciency by studying personal hysgivne. 

Among the countless systems of ex- 
ercise, diet, breathing, psychology, the 
many new cuts of healing springing 
up from year to yéar, the ever grow- 
ing list of popular books, maga7'nes 
and newspaper departments dealing 
with health and hygiene, it vould 
seem that he who reads may run his 
full three score and ten in good order. 
Unfortunately, the popular demand 
for knowledze about health is not al- 
ways answered by qualified teachers. 
The layman must beware lest his 
chosen “system” make an ass of him.

The trek of an adequate public health 
service is eosting Georgia quite as 
much as the boll weevil, Mr. Hollo- 
He meftioned the large 
econemic loss caused by malaria, 
dengue fever, and the hookworm, and 
pleaded for a larger state appropria- 
tion for public health work. 

Mr. Holloman stressed the need for 
a balanced system of agriculture. He

be well looked after, liberally fertilized 
and poisoned with calcium, arsenate. 
He pointed to the need for more food 
and feed crops in Georgia. 

Cooperative marketing was urged 
as a great need of the state. He said 
that cooperative marketing is the prac- 
tical application of democracy, and 
that the south has always been a 
world leader in demotracy. He urged 
the utmost cooperation and coordina- 
tion between the farmers and business 
men, and said it was the duty of the 
business men to help the farmers solve 
their problems Of marketing.

U. 5. BUDGET 
BY DAWES 


Chicago, October 31.—The budget 
system is the only possible way to 
eliminate extravagance at Washington, 
Brigadier General Charles G. Dawes, 
former chief of the budget bureau of 
the United States treasury depart- 


ment, declared here today. 

If the public realized just what it 
would mean to abolish the budget, 
public support would be opposed to 
any effort to kill the budget system: 
during the coming session of congress, 
General Dawes said. 

“In the first place,” he said, “to 
do away with the present single com- 
mittee that handies appropriations, 
means going back to the old plan of 
having a dozen committees with their 
fingers in the pie. 

“Instead of one committee thinking 
of all the government departments at 
once, you would have twelve commit- 
tees each with a single eye to its own 
personal problem. This is fatal to 
economy.” 

With one committee, he declared. 
congress must keep constantly in min 
the relation of total expenditures to 
the total receipts. A single comumit- 
tee would not dream of presenting to 
congress an appropriation bill which 
meant a deficit for the government at 
the end of the year, but a dozen com- 
mittees would have no such hesitation, 
General, Dawes said. 

“Under the budget system,” he con- 
tinued, “the single appropriations 


committee recommends the appropria- |- 


tions to be passed by congress with 
the same sense of responsibility that 
the president has when he supervises 
the expenditures after the appropria- 
tions are made. It is the only pos- 
sible way to eliminate extravagance 
at Washington. 

“There is a new and hungry con- 
gress meeting at Washington two 
months hence. There will be heavy
